Can Lompoc 'clean' 
narcotic addiction?

A Lompoc doctor called us to his office, stating only that he had a story he 
was certain we would be interested in. 
We arrived at the arranged time and were ushered into the sanctuary of 
the office where two other persons were already seated. 
“ Meet Mr. and Mrs. Johnson — Gordie and Della," the doctor said. 
We shook hands and all found chairs. 
“ Should I show it to him now? the doctor asked of the Johnsons. 
“ Yes, please, certainly,” Mrs. Johnson said. 
The doctor handed us a letter. We read it. 
“ Dear D r.----------: 
“ The season of thankfulness and love for your country and family has 
arrived once more for you and every family in your world. And this year, 
the first in many, I have the right to be thankful, wow, how can I say: I've 
really earned the right to love this country, my life, my family and I owe it 
all to you.’ This Christmas I have my children, I have my husband. I have 
my life back. When we waited through your door last August we were 
afraid. Afraid of everything. You were our last hope. We wanted out in the 
worst way ; but we were tired, tired of begging. 


“ For six months we had been to 
------------------------ — every organization and doctor in 
L.A. and found no warmth at all. 
Finally someone told us about you. I 
can't remember who but someone 
who knew you cared, you actually 
could open your eyes and see that 
there is hope for the drug world, for 
—___________________________ the beautiful flower children that 
are all dying. 


“ There's something about you. Gordie and I talk of it so much. You make 
us feel life. I guess it was your eagerness to help. You really made quitting 
an important thing and actually made us believe you were proud when we 
did. D r.--------- , I know there have been disappointments and Gordie 
and I sent them, but don't let this change your outlook. The drug world is a 
strange place and once Gordie and I had pulled away it was hard for us to 
see who was sincere and who wasn’t. We were so thrilled for ourselves we 
wanted to be like you, we wanted to help. 
“ This letter is to thank you and express that you are important. Your 
work is important. You gave us life again. And even if we re one out of six 
you have given, you have gone way beyond your work as a doctor. I know at 
times we bothered you on your days off or on weekends. But we, clinging to 
you, we've made it doc. 
“ I ’m not taking the Talwin anymore, except when occasionally I feel 
depressed. But now I ’m even training myself to accept the ups and downs, 
and not to look for an easy out. Doctor----------, you've made us live 
again. You have accomplished what everyone else, including our families, 
thought was a lost hope. Thank you and I hope God stays with you always. 
“ Gordie still uses the Talwin, but only for pain. And now you've done it 
again. You've finally found out what was wrong with him. He's been in pain 
for so long. When he came home from your office I saw that look again. The 
same look that I saw when we got off drugs. Only this time, it was because 
he could have hope that soon he would be well and would not need anything 
to survive. 
“ A man needs to feel he can make it on his own and Gordie has finally 
found that long, lost feeling. Doctor, he’s such an important factor in my 
life and to my children. We all send our personal love and please never lose 
your beautiful ways. You're a hope, you’re one hope in this world and 
maybe others will see that some drug addicts really need strength and 
understanding and those few are worth saving. 
“ Well, there's not much more I can write, but every day I think of you. 
Thanks Doctor----------.“ 
We looked up from the letter signalling our conclusion. The Johnsons 
studied our reaction. 
“ A very fine letter, very warm,” we commented. 
For nearly the next two hours, we heard the story of the Johnsons, each 
alternating their own experiences, personal experiences. We heard the 
story of the doctor, a story of deep personal sacrifice, of endless day and 
night hours contributed to a dedicated cause of “ cleaning” narcotic 
addiction. 
“ We want you to print this letter in your newspaper and sign our names,” 
Mrs. Johnson said. “ We want all the other addicts of Lompoc to know that 
they too can get clean. They all know us and they will believe us.” 
It has now been more than two weeks since we first read the letter. There 
were many interviews, many questions to be answered. Is the Lompoc 
medical profession geared to “ clean” addiction.’ What is involved in 
“ cleaning" an addict? What procedures can an addict employ to rid himself 
of addiction in Lompoc without fear of the law? What part does the County 
Mental Health department play ? What emergency facilities do we have now 
in Lompoc for the needed treatment of a determined addict to keep 
“ clean?" What part can reformed addicts play in the picture? The 
questions were endless. 
We were certain of one thing. Before us were two young, determined, ex­ 
add icts in Lompoc. 
Drug addiction, hard drug addiction, is spreading in Lompoc. This is a 
fact. Youngsters 14 and 15 years of age are being given “ free” shots of 
heroin in order to get them “ hooked" in order that they will be customers.of 
those already “ hooked in order that they may support their habit. 
But there is a ray of hope. There is a growing tendency, validated by 
experts and the Johnsons, that a percentage of Lompoc's drug addicted 
community is looking for a way to escape from the slavery of addiction. 
What hope does the community of Lompoc offer to make this terrifying 
withdrawal possible? 
We will attempt to bring you these facts in subsequent articles based on 
conversations w ith the Johnsons, the medical profession of the community.

Massive search for ambassador

Railway Clerks said today there will 
be a nationwide strike at 12:01 a.m. 
Thursday 
regardless 
of

Congress does and even if he is 
jailed in the process. 


C. L. Dennis, president of the 
clerks, said it was not possible to 
reach 
an 
agreement 
with 
the 
railroads before the deadline and his 
men would defy any government 
order to stay on the job 
“ If I'm thrown in jail, I think you 
guys will keep the ranks firm," 
Dennis 
told 
150 
applauding 
legislative representatives of the 
clerks. 
They fanned out to try to persuade 
members of Congress to defeat 
President Nixon’s request for a 45- 
day postponement of the strike. On 
Capitol Hill, Senate Democratic 
Leader Mike Mansfield urged Nixon 
to take “ a direct, active part” in

finding a 
solution and said he 
doubted Congress could enact a 
postponement before the deadline. 
The clerks are one of four unions 
who are seeking wage increases and 
other benefits. The clerks want a 
higher money settlement than the 37 
per cent increase over three years 
recommended by a White House 
commission. The other three unions 
have not officially announced a 
strike but have said they will honor 
the clerks' picket lines. 
“ We are going to strike,” said L. 
E. 
Dennis, 
son of 
the clerks’ 
president and the brotherhood's 
executive director. 


Dennis charged that Nixon, in 
asking for delaying legislation, had 
sided with “ profit-taking railroad 
management" and had “ destroyed 
any hope of collective bargaining in 
the two critical days that could have 
brought a settlement." 
He called on Congress to “ show 
greater wisdom and stay out of this 
dispute.” 
It also was disclosed that Dennis 
earlier sent out a strike notice to 
union locals saying that if the 
government attempted to prevent a 
strike, “ We will not tolerate such 
action,” and that union members 
should be prepared to see their 
leaders go to jail and the union 
treasury depleted by court fines.

ambassador. The only known lead, 
the arrest of a man driving a car 
with the same license as one of those 
supposedly 
involved 
in

kidnaping, turned out to be false. 
Although the auto was the same 
make, it was a different color. 
The

kidnaping 
was 
carried out while Bucher was being 
driven to work. Two autos swerved 


in front of the ambassador's car, 
stopping it, while another pulled 
alongside. 
Buchers 
bodyguard, 
Helio 
Carvalho Araujo, 44, tried to protect 
him 
and 
was 
shot. 
He 
was 
hospitalized with a bullet wound in 
his 
spinal 
cord 
and 
may 
be 
paralyzed for life. 
Witnesses said Bucher appeared 
unharmed when he was taken away. 
They also said one of the abductors 
was a blonde woman in a beige skirt 
and brown blouse.

licked They were counting on vote 
switches inspired by telephone calls,

centered mainly from effects of the 
sonic boom that would follow its

and

from its exhaust in the upper atmos­ 
phere. 


The plane s supporters, including 
top 
officials 
of 
the 
Nixon 
administration, said the SST would 
be built whether this country builds 
it or not France and Britain already 
are test-flying a slower version on 
which they collaborated. The Soviet 


Union also has tested a transport 
designed to fly faster than sound. 
The backers said the economic 
loss to this country would run into 
billions if world airlines shift their 
purchases to U.S. competitors. 


The House, in passing its version 
ol the Transportation Department 
money 
bill 
earlier 
this 
year, 
approved the SST funds by a vote of 
176 to 162. Yates said he believed 
subsequent public concern about the 
general environmental decline, plus 
the anti-SST vote in the Senate, had 
sealed the plane’s doom in the 
House.

cretary of State William P. Rogers 
said today that North Vietnamese 
interest in a negotiated peace was 
“ absolutely zero,” and fear of public 
reaction was the main thing keeping 
the United States at the Paris 
bargaining table. 
Rogers 
told 
the 
Senate 
Appropriations Committee that the 
United States had “ sent out appeals 
through 
diplomatic 
channels 
to 
every nation in the world” but had 
been unsuccessful in persuading the 
North Vietnamese to bargain in 
earnest. 
“ No. absolutely zero,” he told the 
committee in answering his own 
question as to whether the North 
Vietnamese 
were 
interested 
in 
negotiations. 
Sen. John O. Pastore, D-R I., 
asked why the United States did not 
simply 
break 
off 
negotiations. 
Rogers said the reason was that the 
administration ‘ would be severely 
criticized” by certain people in the 
United States. 
“ The 
American 
people 
are 
already disgusted and frustrated,” 
Pastore told him. Rogers responded 
that “ we always have some hope" 
that the North Vietnamese will 
begin negotiating seriously. 
In 
contrast 
to 
the 
North 
Vietnamese, Rogers said. “ I notice 
a real flexibility" on the part of the 
Saigon 
government 
toward 
negotiations. He said he had been 
“ very much impressed" with South 
Vietnam's attitude and its decision 
to embrace the Nixon adminis­ 
tration's peace plan. 
Rogers appeared with Defense 
Secretary Melvin R. Laird to appeal, 
for 
swift 
approval 
of 
the 
administration's $1 billion package 
of extra foreign aid, including a con­ 
troversial $255 million outlay to 
Cambodia. 
Rogers acknowledged that the 
United States will be involved in 
financing 
Cambodia 
and 
other 
Indochina states “ for some time to 
come.” And although the request for 
aid 
is 
relatively 
small 
and 
earmarked mainly for small arms 
and ammunition, Rogers acknow­ 
ledged “ we can't be sure” foreign 
aid requirements for Cambodia will 
be kept small in future years. 
Earlier, Rogers testified that the 
administration was depending on 
“ the 
united 
will 
and 
patriotic 
fervor” of the Cambodians to hold 
off Communist troops and speed the 
U.S. 
withdrawal from Southeast 
Asia. 
Rogers said when the United 
States withdrew from Cambodia 
following last spring s offensive it 
“ had no intention at that time, nor 
have we any today, of sending 
further combat troops or military 
advisers into Cambodia. 
“ What we have done instead is to 
take advantage of the assets that 
have 
enabled 
the 
Cambodian 
government thus far to stand up to 
the Communists: the united will and 
patriotic 
fervor 
of 
a 
people 
confronted 
with 
external 
ag­ 
gression.” 
The request for extra funds faced 
an end-of-the-session attack by war 
critics who believed the Cambodian 
money 
might 
lead 
to 
another 
Vietnam. 
But the fight for a ban on U.S. 
troops in Cambodia appeared to be 
finished at least so far as the Senate 
was concerned. The restriction was 
sealed into a $64 billion defense 
appropriations bill which reached 
the Senate floor Thursday with no 
sign that an effort would be made to 
take 
it out.

House does not like the restriction 
but is not prepared to fight it, as it 
did for two months last summer

Power died Sunday at his 
home in suburban Cathedral 
City after complaining of 
chest pains. He had been 
under treatment for a heart 
ailment He was 65 
During his command of 
the Strategic Air Command 
it would have been his job to 
send nuclear bombs and 
missiles toward targets if 
Presidents 
Eisenhower, 
Kennedy or Johnson had 
ordered it. 
At one 
point 
in 
1960, 
Power 
was 
rebuked 
by 
Eisenhower tor insisting, in 
opposition to his superiors, 
that part of the U.S. heavy 
bomber 
force 
should 
be 
airborne at ail times to 
thwart a Russian attack 
However, 
in 
1961, 
just 
before 
Kennedy 
was 
in a u g u ra te d , 
SAC 


announced that its heavy 
bombers were in the air 
around the clock as Power 
had advocated 
Born in New York City. 
Power joined the old Army 
Air Corps 
in 
1928 after 
graduating 
trom 
college 
with a doctor ot law degree 
During World War II he 
flew B24 bombing missions 
over North Africa and Italy 
for eight months and was 
transferred to Guam and 
promoted 
to 
Brigadier 
General at the age ot 39 
In 1945.he led B29 attacks 
on Tokyo 
Power and Gen 
Curtis 
Lemay together planned the 
Tokyo raid with 334 long 
range B29 ‘ Superfortress 
bombers. 
During the postwar years, 
he was commander ot the 
Pacific atomic test site and 
succeeded 
Lemay 
as 
commander of SAC in 1957 
when he received his fourth 
star. 
Survivors 
include 
his

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DETROIT i UPI * —The tentative contract agreement be­ 
tween Ford Motor Co. and the United Auto Workers, which 
probably averted a second costly auto industry strike this 
year, would give the company's 166.000 UAW members 
Christmas bonuses averaging $175. 
The new three-year contract, if approved by the union s 


200-member Ford Council today and ratified by rank and 
union members, would cost the nation s second largest 
automaker $1.2 billion in wages alone. 
The tentative agreement, reached by unshaven and red­ 
eyed negotiators Monday following 27 hours at the 
bargaining table, was known to be virtually identical to the 
one the UAW reached with General Motors after a 67-day 
strike. 


Its details were withheld pending the UAW Ford Council 
meeting today < at 9:3U a.m. E S T ». 
What kept the negotiations with Ford going around the 
clock trom early Sunday to late in the afternoon Monday 
was the problem of when the first-year pay increase would 
become effective. 
The union had demanded that the entire 51 cents be paid 
retroactively to Sept 15. w hen the old contract ran out. The 
company wanted to pay 26 cents retroactively to that date, 
but pay the remaining 25 cents only after the national 
agreement was signed and the last local settlement was in. 
It was not revealed what compromise the bargainers 
reached on the issue. It was reported however, that they 
decided to make the remaining 25-cent increase retroactive 


to the first week in November. 
It was known that the Ford workers will receive checks 
for both pay provisions before Christmas. The combined 
payment would mean an average of $175 in the pocket of 
each employe prior to the holiday. 
Although ratification of the Ford pact was expected, 
production by the automaker could be hampered because of 
unsettled local disputesr So far, 31 of the union’s 99 
bargaining units at Ford still have not agreed on local 
contracts. 
Chrysler Corp., which is not under a strike deadline, is 
now the only member of the “ big three" which has not 
come to terms with the UAW. American Motors begins 
negotiations with the UAW in Green Bay, Wis., this week.

The letter told him he had 
been given $1.3 million, but

“ It was unbelievable, just 
fantastic, ” he said. “ But the 
money s no- good to me in 
here. ” 
He plans to use some of it 


to finance legal appeals.

He will first be eligible for 
parole next year. 
Fisher was convicted of 
rescuing a young bikini - 
clad woman from would - be 
attackers, then threatening 
her with a gun and raping 
her. 
Once free, Fisher wants 
to rejoin his family and 
plans to invest the legacy in 
building up the business. 
But he says he’s not making 
definite plans “ until I have 
it in my hands.”

“ inheritance ” came from. 
“ I really know, but I’m not 
revealing it. I have wealthy 
relatives all over. It was one 
of them. It had to be.”

But his father. Lyle E. 
F’isher, says " I have no 
idea ” of tlie source of the 
bonanza. 
He said some relations 
have money, but does not 
know if one of them gave 


Lyle his cool million. “ It 
may be an outsider for all I 
know. ”

the last round for a technical knockout with just 57 seconds 
left. 
But then Yank Durham, the manager ol Frazier. who won 
the heavyweight title after Clay was stripped of the crown 
and banned from boxing in 1967. stuck his head in the room. 
Frazier and Clay will meet here in February. ‘Joe says 
you'll go in six." Durham said. 
“ I'm dene with all that predicting myself, 
the 28-year- 
old Clav replied," but 1 11 have some words for him later 
The Bull Gores 
For nearly the entire fight, the bull from Argentina had 
gored and butted away at Clay, a matador in red-tasseled 
dancing shoes. Bonavenas headlong charge across the ring 
and wild low blow at the opening bell let Clav know exactly 
what was going to be in store lor him. The referee. Mark 
Conn. frowned on Bonavena s tactics early, however, and 
took that first round away from him. 
In the eighth. 
Clay's stabbing left finally drew blood 
from Bonavena s nose, lifting the deposed champion's 
hopes that he could make his prediction for a ninth-round 
knockout come true. 
From the start ot the ninth. Clay, who had an eight-pound 
advantage at 212. came down oft his toes and went for the 
knockout, and he wound up being staggered himself Clay 
fell to the canvas in a vain attempt to connect with the 
stopper, and Bonavena came back after being momentarily 
stunned to bloody Clay's mouth and send him reeling back 
to his corner. 
Even at the end. Clay couldn't put the bull down for good. 
The matador had hoped for a cruel kill, but Bonavena got up 
after being clubbed to the canvas for the third time for an 
automatic technical knockout.

Until the TKO. the scorecards all had Clay leading. Conn 
had it 12-2, while the judges had it 10-3-1 and 8-5-1. 
That man is better than I thought." admitted Clay. “ He's 
better than Joe Frazier.

Ocean fishing this past week has been almost at a 
standstill, with heavy winds and rain putting a damper on 
ocean sport fishing. By the end of the week the storm had 
let up and some few boats were out after bottom fish, but 
general conditions were not conducive to sport. 
Albacore fishing from Morro Bay was also at a standstill, 
with the fish still a long distance from shore. If the wind 
and sea subside, boats will be going out again. 
Before 
making arrangements for a trip, fishermen should check 
with the landings in Morro Bay for reservations and 
information as to conditions. Another thing for prospective 
customers is to check how many fishermen will be on the 
boat, as there have been some complaints about loading the 
boats to a legal capacity, far more than can comfortably 
fish. The boat operator can set the rates and the number of 
anglers as long as they are within the U.S. Coast Guard 
limit for the craft. 
John Wilson, who operates the ABC out of Avila, has shut 
down for a short period of pheasant hunting but will run all 
winter provided there are enough customers, five at the 
least. Rock codding can be good in the winter months and 
is a good way to fill the freezer with some good-eating fish. 
For visitors who are not well versed in freezing the catch, 
we suggest they either fillet the fish themselves or arrange 
to have it done at the dock, then freeze them in half-gallon 
milk cartons so that the fillets are frozen in a solid block of 
ice. They stack easily in the ice box and will keep almost 
indefinitely with no chance of freezer burn. 
The December meeting of the State Fish and Game 
Commission to adopt regulations for 1970 has been held, but 
to date no report on the adoption of anything startling 
except a note to the effect that they are considering a 
recommendation from the DFG to raise the price of fishing 
licenses. We have not had a copy of this recommendation 
and how the commission acted on it but by next week the 
bad news may be publicized. 
With 
regard 
to endeavoring 
to simplify existing 
regulations, Ray Arnett, director of the Dept, of Fish and 
Game, is apparently finding things not too easy. He goes on 
to say, “ The only way we can make headway in clarifying 
the regulations is to delete all those special rules (closures, 
seasons and limits» which are not of major significance in a 
statewide basis. “ But he adds that while recommendations 
call for the wholesale deletion of more than 50 sections, 
other sections have had to be added in response to local 
preferences and biological necessity. 
“ The net result,” 
Arnett says, “ is that we are making slow progress, but we 
think our proposals will help the angling public better to 
understand the regulations and will not create a threat to 
the resource.” 
Opening weekend of the pheasant season on public 
hunting grounds was rated poor, considerably lower than 
last year, the DFG reports, but on private lands was better 
as we reported last week. On public lands 5,152 hunters 
averaged .25 birds per hunter. 
Pressure was light in the San Luis Obisoo renort of the 
DFG turkey hunt. 
No bag checks were made, but field 
personnel reported a party of 12 hunters got 24 birds in the 
Adelaida area of the county, the largest a 17-pound tom. 
Hunting pressure was light in Monterey County and in 
Mendocino Forest with no birds reported. 
In the Kern 
Plateau, 125 hunters reported seeing birds but had no 
success. Hunters who did not cancel their reservation for 
the Thanksgiving bird with the local meat market were 
wise. 


California hunters are urged to hang on to their 1970 
hunting licenses rather than throw them away, the DFG 
announced 
A new hunter-safety law which becomes 
effective June 1 makes it mandatory that all hunters, 
regardless of age, will have to present proof of having held 
a hunting license before purchasing a new one. Otherwise 
the law says the hunter must have a hunter safety 
certificate of competence. 


Previously the law concerning hunter safety applied only 
to persons under 18. 
The new law contains a policy 
statement that it is the intent of the legislature “ to ensure 
the health and safety of its citizens engaged in activities 
requiring the use of hunting implements, and that 
individuals who engage in hunting should posi-^ss an 
adequate understanding of safety practices, principles of 
conservation and sportsmanship. 
There has been no 
information as to who will issue the certificate of 
competence” but assume it will be available from the 
instructor of the junior hunter-safety course. 


The use of iron shot as a substitute for lead in shotgun 
shells for watertowling is being discussed by members of

Arms and 
Ammunition

Institute in an endeavor to solve the problem. It must be 
recogmzeo tnai aimcult technical problems remain to be 
overcome since shells must function satisfactorily, and 
safely, in guns of many different types and makes.

recently uncovered facts that hunters and gun owners ought 
to know about: (1» There is no reliable super soft-iron wire 
that consistently meets specifications required in making 
soft-iron shot. 
(2) 
Soft iron has been observed to cause 
choke deformation and barrel scoring in some makes and 
types of shotgun barrels. (3» It appears that sott-iron shot 
hardens with age, and such shot will “ shoot out” chokes on 
many guns of modern manufacture. Only two companies 
make a super soft-iron wire 
- 
soft-iron shot.

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Deserters Need Not Apply

TORONTO—(NEA)—A 19-year-old United States Army 
deserter applied for a job at a local shipping office recently 
and was turned down. When he asked why, the personnel 
officer identified himself as a former U.S. Army sergeant, 
and said, “We don’t have an opening now, but even if we 
did I wouldn’t take you in on a bet. I was wounded in 
Korea. Now do me a favor and get the hell out of here.” 
Life in Canada has never been easy for many of the 
thousands of protesting youth who have sought sanctuary 
here during the Vietnam war. Officially, the government 
has been gracious enough. The citizenry has been far less 
so. 
Many immigration officials are former m ilitary types 
and unsympathetic. Many large businesses are operated 
by U.S. citizens, also unsympathetic. And Canadian unions 
have long voiced displeasure at the loss of jobs to foreign 
workers. 
Now it seems life for war-dodgers is going to be harder 
than ever here. For what was once mild local concern is 
growing into a nationalistic hard line. 
Immigration authorities have admitted cracking down 
on some of the more scruffy looking and politically sus­ 
picious U.S. imports. Mayors of some cities have hinted 
at roundups of “hippie vagrants.” The Royal Canadian Air 
Force Association has voted 105 to 1 in favor of closing the 
doors to American war protesters. And as for that 19-year- 
old job seeker mentioned above, he says he did not exit the 
personnel director’s office fast enough and claims to have 
been slapped in the face. 
This stiffening of Canadian opinion seems to be the result 
of several related factors. For one thing, the job m arket 
is down seriously (unemployment was seasonally adjusted 
to 6.9 per cent in September). For another thing, recent 
terrorist activities in Quebec are thought to be, in part any­ 
way, assisted by radical American dropouts who, fleeing 
U.S. police, are making Canada their home. 
But perhaps the biggest reason for the shift in Canadian 
sentiment toward antiwar im m igrants is that the imm i­ 
grants themselves have changed substantially. They are 
no longer cool-headed, rather intelligent collegiates merely 
avoiding the U.S. draft. Instead they are young, nervous, 
unskilled m ilitary deserters. 
Sylvia Cucker, one of the directors of Toronto’s three- 
year-old Anti-Draft Program m e, says that of 30 visitors 
seeking help one recent day, 24 were deserters facing U.S. 
courts-m artial. 
The explanation for this is simple enough. New draft 
laws and massive draft counseling services have made it 
much easier for young men legally to dodge conscription. 
But those people already caught, with nowhere else to go 
but Vietnam, are increasingly viewing Canada with the 
same eagerness the dodgers once did.

Therefore, says Sylvia Cucker, the problem is obvious: 
“The old imm igrants usually had some college education 
and m aturity, so Canada welcomed them. But today’s 
im m igrants are younger, have no job skills and can con­ 
tribute very little up here. So, as they say, they’re in no­ 
where land.” 
The phraseology is apt. By Canadian estimate there are 
between 20,000 and 30,000 war-evading U.S. immigrants 
here, increasing numbers of whom are in nowhere land. 
That is to say they sleep half a dozen to a room, sometimes 
earn money by polishing car windows at traffic intersec­ 
tions and often search restaurant garbage cans for food. 
(“ What’s the m atter with it?” says one. “ It’s clean enough, 
and it’s free.” ) 
The government does not sympathize with this kind. 
They do not qualify for welfare and the police suspect they 
are likely to turn to crim e for survival, so they are in con­ 
tinuing risk of arrest (any charge will do) and possible 
deportation. 
The luckier (make that sm arter) ones turn in despera­ 
tion to the Anti-Draft Program m e or any of 25 other groups 
in the dominion. Yet even here the pickings can be slim. 
A Program m e official says: “ We’re hurting for money. 
We get some support from American and some from Cana­ 
dian churches, but we are always broke.” 
So at best the antiwar groups provide only limited assist­ 
ance—“ I’m sorry, housing is scarce, jobs are just not avail­ 
able.” The other day a lad sitting in the Program m e outer 
office said it was his “ fifth or sixth visit, I don’t rem ember. 
So far I’m still sleeping on a roof. At least in the Army I 
got to eat.” 


Some here, no doubt, wish they could get back to the 
Army, or to home, or to a normal living someplace. And the 
Anti-Draft Program m e seems reluctantly if realistically 
sympathetic with that feeling. “ We don’t encourage people 
to run up here to Canada,” says Sylvia Cucker. “ We aren’t 
an immigration service. And this isn’t the answer to the 
war in Vietnam. We’ll take those people who have burned 
their bridges but we wish the other people would just stay 
where they are.”

A viewpoint gap 


Does the adult public have an accurate idea of college 
students’ thinking? Apparently not, according to a 
national survey by Louis Harris. 


This contributes to one of the problems of America 
today: How to achieve agreement among younger people 
and older people on the aims of this nation. 
Pollster Harris found, for example, that, in six major 
categories, 
the public underestimates how deeply 
students feel. Two of the six categories show that 
students actually are more traditional and conservative 
— loyal to the American way — than adults think them to 
be. 


Last May a cross-section of 800 collegians was asked if 
they oppose the use of violence and if they are prepared 
to work for change within the system rather than 
through revolution. To both questions, 89 per cent of the 
students answered, “Y es.” 


This fall, a cross-section of the public was asked what 
the students’ position on these questions was. Only 71 per 
cent of the public believed students oppose violence and 
only 66 per cent thought students are prepared to work 
for change within the system. 
On two matters related to repression, the disparity 
between student thinking and adult estimates of student 
thinking was even sharper. Students were asked if they 
were convinced America is a repressive society. Fifty-

eight per cent answered yes. But only 26 per cent of the 
public believed that students felt that way. Students 
were asked if they were convinced Black Panthers can’t 
get a fair trial; 6^per cent said yes. Again, only 22 per 
cent of the adult public thought students would respond 
affirmatively. 


Fifty-seven per cent of the college group was 
sympathetic with young men who refuse to serve in the 
armed forces if drafted. Here the public came closer to 
zeroing in on student response; 50 per cent estimated 
college thinking to be that way. 


Finally, only 40 per cent of the public believed students 
would say America is not serious about cleaning up air 
and water pollution, yet 51 per cent of the collegians held 
this to be true. 


What do these figures mean? Although they can’t be 
taken 
too conclusively 
because 
factors 
like 
age, 
availability of information and influence of peers affect 
the respondents, they do show that the public could be 
less hasty in judging the outward aspects of the feeling 
among collegians. It 
is too easy to dismiss campus 
disruption as solely the work of radicals and outside 
militants and the result of parental or administrative 
permissiveness. Although deep waters do run still, 
occasionally they overf low and make waves. 


Long look back and forward 


Yesterday came and went with 
dutiful remembrance of that fateful 
Sunday in 1941 when the Japanese 
bombed 
Pearl 
Harbor. 
The 
observance of the day as the years 
roll by becomes a different kind of 
thing than it was, say, in 1950 or 
even 1960. 
Most of those we 
call young people 
were not even bom 
at the U.S. entry 
into the war. Those 
who 
were 
alive 
would have been too 
young to remember 
it all now from per­ 
sonal knowledge or 
experience. 
O n c e 
a g a i n , 
however, 
1 recalled the day, how 1 overheard 
the first word of the war over a 
neighbor’s roaring radio, how I 
talked with a GI witness aboard 
ship, and how I participated in the 
war. 
Some of these thoughts were 
curiously highlighted last Sunday in 
Morro Bay, where 1 had gone to help 
judge 
a 
national 
collegiate 
journalism contest. It came in the 
pungent remarks of Dan Moore who 
was the principal speaker at a 
banquet winding up the two-day 
collegiate 
convention. 
Moore 
p r ac t ic a lly 
e l e c t r i f i e d 
the 
youngsters with his outline of the 
challenges facing young people and 


how the fabric of life is so vastly 
different from the one he and his 
generation faced. The interesting 
thing about his remarks was that 
Moore isn’t an old man by any 
means and the fact that he was 
intimating such a difference in 
reality was a little disturbing. 
It 
wasn’t 
the differences that 
bothered me so much as it was that 
Moore seemed to place us all in tight 
little historical boxes. I like to think 
that there are not only those whose 
experiences overlap, but also that 
there are people who defy being 
typed into one age group or another. 
For example there are those who 
participated in the fighting, those 
who were too young to take up arms 
and those who were born in the late 
1940s or the early 1950s and who bear 
the marks of the war anyway. 
Nevertheless 
Moore 
issued 
a 
ringing challenge and I don’t think 
he’ll care if I take part of whai he 
said as a personal program. He 
spoke at some length about the 
problems of communication in a 
world that was divided between the 
various 
age 
groupings 
and 
experience levels. When he was 
done the young people gave him a 
standing ovation. Quite impressive. 


I was glad to see that Robert C. 
Lilley, to properly identify him, 
made another effort to set the 
record straight on the meaning of 
the word, ecology. In a speech

before the regional soil conservation 
organization Nov. 19 in Ojai, Lilley 
noted that Webster defined ecology 
as simply the relations of organisms 
and their environment. By simple 
extension, 
Lilley suggested 
that 
planning commissions are engaged 
by their very nature in ecology. 
Lilley is a member of the county 
planning commission and deeply 
involved in the flux and flow of land 
usage. 
The distinction he makes is an 
important 
one. 
He 
noted 
that 
e c o l o g y 
had 
b e e n 
n e w l y 
rediscovered, 
a 
fact 
that 
may 
disturb some people who thought the 
word was coined in Berkeley or the 
campus in Santa Barbara just a year 
or two ago. 
Anyone 
who 
disagrees 
with 
Lilley's assessment will also be 
shocked to learn that some of the 
dire 
w a r n i n g s 
a bo ut 
the 
deterioration of our environment 
were made consistently in various 
publications and books 30 or 40 years 
ago 
What Lilley says in essence is that 
it's up to people to fit themselves 
into 
the 
environment 
and 
the 
wisdom or lack of it in the doing 
have 
nothing 
to 
do 
with 
the 
designation 
of 
the 
process. 
Obviously. Lilley hopes we'll do an 
intelligent job of it.

Coast Guard explains 


What happened, off the coast of 
Martha’s Vineyard two weeks ago, 
was a kind of official reenactment of 
the Kitty Genovese case. It is as bad 
as if Kitty’s cries, 
u t t e r e d 
w ith in 
earshot of 40 or 50 
apartment 
house 
dwellers not one of 
whom bothered to 
call the police, let 
alone go to help her 
resist the assailant 
w ho 
s l o w l y , 
deliberately, 
stabbed her to death 
— as bad as if her 
cries 
had 
been 
u t t e r e d 
w ith in 
earshot of as many 
policemen, 
who 
neglected to go to 
her help. 
In 
the 
waters 
off 
Martha’s 
Vineyard, the commander of the 
Coast 
Guard 
cutter 
w a s n ’t 
paralyzed for a minute or two, as 
any young man might be by the 
landing on one’s own ship of a Soviet 
juggernaut. 
The 
commanding 
officer sat there for three hours 
during which agents of the Soviet 
Union replayed in miniature the 
famous Operation Keelhaul under 
which in the months immediately 
after 
the 
surrender 
of 
Nazi 
Germany, the Soviet Army applied 
itself to shipping back to Russia the 
hundreds of thousands of refugees 
who had fled during the war, so that 
Stalin 
could 
give 
himself 
the 
pleasure of torturing and killing 
them. 
The 
explanations 
continue 
to 
come in, and at this writing each one 
of 
them makes the Coast Guard 
look worse. Admiral Bender may be 
covering for somebody, which is to 
say one hopes that, driven to search 
for an explanation of the Coast 
Guard's 
behavior, 
the 
admiral 
simply had to make up a story and, 
lacking the talents of, say, Rube 
Goldberg, failed to come up with 
anything better than he did 
For 
instance? 
Well, 
says the 
admiral, 
you 
see, 
the 
Russians 
insisted that the defector, Simias, 
had stolen $2,000 from the ship’s 
cash fund. No doubt they did say 
that. The question is why the Coast 
Guard believed it. Would the Coast 
Guard have believed the Russians if 
they had said that it had just then 
been established that Simias was 
the guy who killed Kirov.* What 
proof did the Coast Guard demand 
to see, before believing that poor 
Simias was a common thief, rather 
than someone who sought political 
asylum? 
And then the admiral went on to 
say something so mystifying as to 
attain absolute inscrutability. You 
see, 
he 
said, 
Simias 
greatly 
prejudiced his case because instead 
of leaping from the Soviet cutter 
into the water, 
»as Simias had 
whispered he was going to do), 
whence the U.S. Coast Guard would 
have plucked him out, Simias leaped 
from the Soviet boat directly to the 
American boat, missing the water 
altogether. 
Get it? I reasoned that there must 
be some meaning to this, that 
perhaps the Geneva Convention has 
a clause in it assigning to water 
some sacramental property which 
transubstantiates 
a 
common 
refugee into a legitimate claimant 
to political asylum? So I called on 
the greatest lawyer in the world and 
asked him, and he simply shook his 
head in dumb amazement. The 
only relevance I can think of to the 
Water Version is that maybe the 
admiral figured that the reason 
Simias didn’t throw himself into the 
water is that he didn’t want to wet 
those $2,000 he had stolen from the 
ship’s strong box: and therefore, he 
must have been a common criminal 
after all. 
There has been no explanation, in 
any report I have seen, of the Coast 
Guard’s behavior in simply sitting 
still while Simias was twice beaten 


bloody, 
and 
finally 
unconscious. 
Indeed there is only one reassuring 
note: 
and that is the universal 
outrage of the American people and 
the press, which (by the way, why 
did it take so long?) brought the 
story out and into the open. And 
reassuring that the United States 
Information Agency, through the 
Voice of America, has advised the 


world that America is in mourning 
over this catastrophic error. 


One doesn’t yet know who was 
responsible, but here’s hoping that 
after he is identified and faces the 
consequences, he will be moved to

into

ask for asylum.

There has often been the thought 
expressed in Courthouse Square that 
county supervisors and planners 
could effectively hold up unpopular 
Santa Barbara Channel oil drilling 
operations — despite 
state and 
Federal government green lights «; 
by • merely 
refusing 
to 
approve 
requests for companion on shore 
installations. 
Humble 
Oil 
and 
Refining 
Company production chiefs seem to 
have thought about this, and are 
prepared to go ahead with their full- 
dress program in the northwestern 
channel area even if they fail to get 
county approvals. 
“ We 
have 
capability 
of 
full 
processing offshore,” one official 
disclosed. “ But we would prefer to 
do it onshore.” 
There would be a mini-tanker 
shuttle system loading big tankers 
offshore, should the county flatly 
say “no” or make it difficult for 
Humble to qualify for an onshore 
plant 
and 
storage 
facilities, 
according to plans released by the 
petroleum company. 
There 
is 
som e 
belief 
-- 
particularly in the GOO (Get Oil 
Out) organization - that the Interior 
Department 
has 
already 
given 
approval to Humble for its unitized 
plan in conjunction with Standard 
Oil Co. of California and Shell Oil 
Co. as partners. 
Cynical conservationists believe 
Humble will have no trouble - 
despite the hurried reorganization 
going on in the Interior Department 
office following Secretary Hickel’s 
firing - in getting the “step by step” 
approval from the U.S. Geological 
Survey and the Corps of Army 
Engineers. One possible roadblock 
may be in insistence by the local 
community 
on 
holding 
of local 
public hearings. 
GOO says the 
Interior Department has promised 
such hearings before new platforms 
are towed into the channel. 
They 
could be uproarious affairs, if held. 
New state beach park areas, 
existing state beach parks, and 
newly 
zoned 
recreational 
areas 
largely lie off the long stretch of 
Federal waters where the 18 leases 
sought for development are located. 
Much of the area involved, from El 
Capitan 
to 
Pt. 
Conception, 
is 
undeveloped. 
Current county policy calls for 
any 
new 
approved 
onshore 
oil 
facilities to be bunched with existing 
complexes or close to them, or well 
screened in remote inner canyon 
areas just north of U.S. 101. 
It has been evident that county 
officials have given the approval for 
the present onshore units only after 
much soul-searching, and desire to 
keep lines of communication open 
with state and federal governments 
which do pour revenues by the 
millions into county government 
coffers in the form of grants and aid 
to welfare and health problems. 
But there is the fear in some 
county quarters that unless the 
Humble program is forestalled - or 
delayed for years - Sacramento will 
find an excuse to lift the present 
drilling moratorium in state waters. 
The expression of chamber of 
commerce representatives in the 
area to the Humble proposal is of 
keen interest to those following the 
oil picture here. 
In the past, 


chambers of commerce have given 
endorsement to some oil programs.

Chamber

Commerce president has warned 
that the present technology still 
leaves much to be desired before 
new programs can get backing, and 
the Santa Barbara chamber is also 
showing a cautious attitude on the 
Humble proposal.

make tree ornaments to wear 
later as interesting jewelry 


This year make ornaments that 
the Christmas tree can wear now 
and you can wear later as jewelry 
when the tree is long gone.

ORNAMENTS NOW, JEWELRY LATER. Ornam ents that your tree can 
wear now and you can wear later as jewelry are made from a clay 
concocted of kitchen shelf baking soda and corn starch. 


baking soda and corn starch. Com­ 
bine thoroughly in a saucepan 2 
cups of the baking soda and 1 cup 
of the corn starch; then add 1V* 
cups cold water. Mix until smooth. 
Bring to a boil over medium heat, 
stirring constantly. Cook a minute 
longer or until mixture resembles 
moist mashed potatoes (overcook­ 
ing makes clay crumbly). Remove 
from heat immediately, transfer 
to plate and cover with a damp 
cloth until cool enough to handle. 
Knead a little and store all but 
what you’re about to use in a 
closed plastic bag 
Roll out clay on waxed paper to 
V« inch thickness Use cookie cut­ 
ters for your basic shapes . . . 
stars, triangles, circles, etc. For 
bas relief effect cut out smaller 
pieces with aspic cutters or bottle 
caps or mold free hand, moisten 
and press into pre-cut larger 
shapes. Etch patterns with tip of 
knife While clay is still soft, insert 
COSMETICS. . . 
The face takes on a new focus. 
More color and more drama is 
expected for eyes, lips and even 
fingernails The languid, beckon­ 
ing courtesan eye, the bee-stung 
mouth and deep red fingernails are 
part of the story. This is reminis­ 
cent of the past, but will be en­ 
hanced by new transparent, trans­ 
lucent and gossamer foundations.

Punches and party 
drinks are easy to prepare if you 
have a bottle of party punch wine 
on hand 
The home economists at Mogen 
David Wine Corporation have de­ 
veloped many new holiday ideas 
which use party punch wine as a 
main ingredient. 
Punches can com bine this 
blended-fruit wine with any num­ 
ber of different ingredients. Try 
pouring it over an ice block in a 
punch bowl. Top with scoops of 
raspberry sherbet and drizzle in 
a bottle of dry champagne Or 
combine party punch wine with 
vanilla ice cream, pour into the 
punch bowl and add sparkling club 
soda 
Another winning combination is 
party punch wine and orange juice 
garnished with orange and lemon 
slices. 


After selecting a punch recipe, 
mix as much as you can before the 
party Omit items such as spar­ 
kling soda or champagne or ice 
cream — add them at the last 
m inute Store the ready-m ade 
punch in milk cartons or gallon 
glass bottles in the refrigerator. 
That way you re always ready to 
replenish the punch bowl without 
last minute mixing and measuring. 
The pre-mixing allows the flavors 


to blend and mellow, too. 
An ice block is the ideal way to 
keep punch cool because it melts 
slower than sm aller ice cubes. The 
ice block can add an attractive 
touch to the punch bowl if you 
freeze your own in a fancy gelatin 
mold 
Use distilled water for a 
sparkling clear ice mold Before 
freezing, add fruits such as lemon 
or orange slices, pineapple rings, 
maraschino cherries or grapes to 
the mold for an extra touch of 
color. 


The distilled water can be tinted 
a bright holiday red or green with 
food coloring, if desired. Be sure 
to make two ice molds and store 
the extra in the freezer so that you 
can replace the melted one easily. 


Party punch wine can be used in 
preparing other foods, too. A holi­ 
day ham is extra flavorful when 
glazed with a mixture of party 
punch wine and brown sugar 
(about 4 cup of each for a 4-pound 
ham). Brush the ham liberally 
with the glaze about 45 minutes 
before roasting is completed. 


Fruited gelatin molds or indi­ 
vidual molded salads benefit from 
the fruity flavor of party punch 
wine Substitute the wine for 
*2 
of the liquid called for in your 
favorite fruit-gelatin recipe 


Add the wine to fruit cup appeti­ 
zers or large fresh fruit bowls 
Pour over the fruit and marinate 
in the refrigerator at least 3 hours 
or more before serving Wine adds 


a distinctive new flavor to any 
fresh fruit combination. 


For classic rice pudding, blanc 
mange or molded baked custards, 
a sauce made with party punch 
wine and strawberries adds a 
touch of color and a sweet, fruity 
flavor. 


Heat together 1 cup of party 
punch wine and 2 cups fresh or 
frozen strawberries until bubbling. 
Pour into the blender and blend 


until smooth. Reheat and thicken 
with 2 tablespoons of cornstarch 
mixed with a little cold water. 
Serve slightly warm or cold.
